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DETAILED ACTION 
DETAILED ACTION 

In response to amendment filed 5/3/2004, claims 1, 3-6, and 9 are pending in this 
application. Claims 2, 7-8 are cancelled. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

Claims 1, 3-6 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claims contain the term "wide surface" 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled 
in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. Applicant has indicated support for the phrase "wide surface flexible" in Fig. 
2, ref 12 and in the specification P. 7, lines 8-15. Although the specification supports the term 
"flexible solar cell", there appears to be no support for the term "wide surface". 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's amendment filed 5/3/2004 indicates that applicant has deleted the phrase 
"wide surface" to overcome the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph. However, the 
phrase "wide surface" is currently claimed in line 7 of claim 1. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 3-6 and 9 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Patentability is seen in, although not limited to: independent claim 1, the combination all 
elements specifically claimed including the use of flexible solar cells for detecting laser shots on 
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a target from a simulated weapon. The closest prior art of record does not teach or fairly suggest 
this feature in the combination.
